"Very severe damage” was caused 
to vital San Lorenzo rail yards, 
also within the limits of the Imperial 
city, while grounded aircraft and 
hangars were destroyed at the Rome 
airdrome. 
Plants Are Battered 
The Tabonelli steel plant and a 
large chemical works were battered 
by the w’aves of American raiders 
which swept over Rome for two and 
a half hours, challenged by what

'Two

fighters which escorted the heavy 
and medium bombers on the war’s 
first aerial attack on the Italian 
capital. 
Lieut. Oen, Carl A. Spaatz, com­ 
mander of the Northwest African 
Air Forces, sent congratulations to­ 
day to Maj. Oen. James H. Doolittle, 
commander of the strategic air force, 
for the success of the attack. 
“It is one of the many accurate 
attacks which your forces have car­ 
ried on during the present battle, all 
of which had a marked significance 
in their successful outcome,” Spaatz 
said. 
Damage Is Severe 
American fliers and observers who 
took part in the raid on Rome yes­ 
terday agreed today that heavy dam ­ 
age had been Inflicted on military 
targets and expressed belief that few 
if any historic landmarks In the 
eternal city had been harmed. 
Thanks to perfect weather and 
explicit directions given the crews, 
the objectives were easily spotted 
and the bomb loads were dropped 
with deadly accuracy the returning 
airmen said. 
A graphic description of the raid 
was given by Associated Press Cor­ 
respondent Joseph Morton, who rode 
In a Martin Marauder bomber with 
two veterans of Major Oen. James H. 
Doolittle's Tokyo raid. 
Morton's plane was near the tall 
end of the last echelon, he reported, 
and went in at an uncomfortably 
low altitude, giving him a chance to 
observe the results of the raid close­ 
ly. 
Sees Huge Fires 
“I could see fires coming from 
three legitimate military targets— 
two railway switching yards and an 
airport.” Morton said. “If the Axis 
can produce proof that our bombers 
destroyed anything but military ob­ 
jectives, I shall be very much sur­ 
prised.” 
Crews of the raiding planes studied 
intensively in advance on the city’s 
layout. 
They worked from huge 
photographic 
enlargements 
which 
clearly showed the objectives, and 
when they left they carried with 
them 
other 
photographs 
which 
spotted such points as the Vatican, 
St. John’s Lateran, St. Paul’s Basil­ 
ica, the forum and the coliseum. 
The maps were marked : “Not to be 
bombed in any case.” 
“With a specially-prepared target 
chart in front of me it was very 
easy to locate Littorio, San Lorenzo, 
the Marshalling yards and other ob­ 
jectives,” Morton said. 
“I could 
also look across the Tiber river 
where the Vatican basked under the 
warm afternoon sun, well out of the 
danger zone.” 
Many of the airmen who partici­ 
pated were members of the Catholic 
faith.

Little Opposition 
The successive waves of bombers 
swept inland over the capital fol­ 
lowing the snake-like Tiber river. 
The morning was clear and sunny 
and the pilots said they had little 
difficulty picking out landmarks on 
the way in. 
They reported there was evidence 
th at the Italians had taken steps 
to protect some of the landmarks 
against a possible raid.

peared to be enclosed in heavy con­ 
crete.

Allied troops were within artillery 
range of Enna — central Sicily 
stronghold commanding main roads 
and railroads east and west—and 
pounding at the gates of Catania, 
the prop of all eastern coast de­ 
fenses. 
Front dispatches said U.S. troops 
had advanced IO miles w'est of Agri- 
gento on the southwest coast. 
Italians M utiny 
“There are many indications of 
mutinies by Italian troops com­ 
manded by German officers,” and 
hundreds of Italians are surrender­ 
ing to American troops striking 
ahead westwards, the Allied com­ 
munique said. 
On the smoke-covered Catania 
plain. British Eighth army advance 
guards shattered a series of Nazi 
tank assaults launched in desperate 
defense of the great seaport. 
With several bridgeheads estab­ 
lished over the network of three 
rivers In the Catania plain, the Brit­ 
ish stolidly held a line running from 
the sea westward in the direction of 
Ramaica. They were within at least 
three miles of Catania.

Hope Italians Understand 
Probably never before has so great 
care been exercised by bombers as 
in the raid over Rome. The pilots, 
navigators and bombardiers were 
carefully selected from among thou­ 
sands of prospects. They were chos­ 
en not only for their m ilitary ex­ 
pertness but for sterling qualities 
which would guarantee th a t only 
military objectives would be bombed. 
To make them letter perfect, they 
were trained for m ouths and mem­ 
orized the map of the Italian capi­ 
tal. The raid was in broad daylight 
so th at mistakes wouldn’t be made. 
The assignment of bombing Rome 
surely was one of the most trying 
which could be given to airmen. 
The skulking Mussolini had built 
parts of his war machine close to 
the Vatican city. It was unthinkable 
th a t a bomb should fall within the 
Pope’s domains—and none did. The 
bombers appear to have done as 
skillful a job as ever has been re­ 
corded. 
It's to be hoped th at the people 
of Italy will understand w hat lias 
happened, and act accordingly to 
ease themselves out of the plight 
into which Mussolini has thrust 
them. Judging from the enthusiasm 
with which the folk of Sicily are 
welcoming the invading Allies there's 
a chance that the inhabitants of the 
m ainland will follow' suit.

Washington, July 20 (AP)—Sen. 
Murray (D-Mont) endorsed President 
Roosevelt for a fourth term today 
with the prediction “he cannot es­ 
cape being renominated and re­ 
elected.’’ 
“I am sure he would gladly lay 
down the reins of government to 
any one the Democratic party might 
offer as a wise and able leader to 
carry through to final victory,” Mur­ 
ray told a reporter. 
“However, it appears at this time 
that he must be asked to serve an­ 
other term on the basis of continu­ 
ing his great service as a national 
necessity.” 
The Montana senator, long a New 
Deal supporter, said he had not dis­ 
cussed the m atter with the Presi­ 
dent, and had no idea of the Presi­ 
dent’s intentions regarding a fourth 
term. 
“Seek to Discredit FDR” 
“But we are in the midst of a war 
that will require his leadership to 
carry us through to a successful 
conclusion,” Murray declared. 
“In a large measure the war Is 
being won, due to the success of 
our production program. 
We are 
now in control of the air In the 
Pacific and in Europe as well. 
“The same people who fought and 
tried to obstruct the President's 
policies prior to Pearl Harbor are 
still seeking to discredit and de­ 
stroy him. 
Their efforts have no 
relation to the war. It is part and 
parcel of the general opposition to 
the President and his adm inistra­ 
tion. 
“War I* Being WTon” 
On the war front we have had 
nothing but success to look to on 
all sides. 
H ie war is being won. 
It is only a m atter of time. 
Yet, we were told when we had 
the neutrality and Rase-lend fight 
on that the President's program was 
futile, th at the war could not be 
won, and that we were only en­ 
couraging the countries attacked by 
Hitler to prolong the agony. 
If we had lain down, as was 
demanded by the isolationist crowd. 
Hitler today would be the dominant 
pow’er on the Atlantic, the British 
Navy would be gone and Japan 
would be winning the war in the 
Pacific.”

MARTIN HINTS 
AT SALES TAX 
TO MEET COSTS 


Pittsburgh. July 24) (AP)—Gover­ 
nor Edward Martin hinted last night 
of a possible sales tax for Pennsyl­ 
vania In an address to the State 
Association of County Commission­ 
ers about economy and taxation. 
“In order to aid real estate. I am 
wondering whether or not some tax, 
possibly a sales tax, could be im­ 
posed to take care of our schools and 
maintain a department of educa­ 
tion to supervise, advise and assist 
in educational work.” he said. “The 
state could collect such a tax and 
return It to the various districts.” 
The Governor said he wondered, 
also, lf all highway improvements, 
street improvements and similar im­ 
provements should not come from 
gasoline and motor taxes. 
“That would leave to real estate 
the burden of caring for the unfor­ 
tunate. local policing, sanitation and 
the courts,” he continued. “A plan 
like this would eliminate much over­ 
lapping and duplication in govern­ 
ment.” 
Biggest Busine vs 
The Governor spoke before more 
than 400 attending the association’s 
57th annual banquet. 
He said he 
deplored centralization of govern­ 
ment. the rapid increase of federal 
bureaus and the departure from the 
old system of county government. 
Mr. Martin said the federal gov­ 
ernment now employs 3,000,000 per­ 
ioral governments employ but 2,- 
sons, while all of the states and all 
000.000. 
“The total payroll of all govern­ 
mental employes today is greater
